flit piles, under thu ball shade of the trees. 
It Is desirahlo to give as much sunlight a3 
they will bear without aunburniug. In two 
or three weeks ihe apples on top will be 
highly colored. These are removed, boxed 
ud sent to market, and the next layer ex- 
posed to the sun. Hia apples, thns colored, 
especially the Baldwins, Smith's Cider, and 
Spitzenbergs, challenge the admiration of 
»U who see them. Dy this process, apples 
th»t when picked from the trees were almost 
Without color, will become as brilliant its 
trjt reddest apple oo the tree, and equally 
H fine u the best."
